I wish she had 
moved the easel so that you might have gone into the vault 
and examined the same a little more in detail, for I am under 
the impression that our equipment and installation is quite 
satisfactory, in fact the most satisfactory of any installation 
i have yet seen.

All the steel work of this equipment had three coats 
of enamel, each coat baked on separately, which, so far as I 
Can see, ought to prevent the installation from rusting or from 
any effect of the steel showing on the coins. Thus far I have 
not noticed any such effect as might be produced if the steel 
had been left uncovered.

All the trays were not only enameled and baked inside 
and out, as above stated, but they are lined inside with the 
best quality of green billiard cloth which was fastened in. 
without fish glue, or at least, we never have noticed any smell 
of fish glue, even when the trays were first received. 


I think Miss Belden called your attention to the 
standard size of these trays for not Only were the safety deposit 
boxes built to accommodate five trays each with runways which 
enable us to accommodate thick medals or other thick articles by 
the omitting of a tray, but our exhibition vault and exhibition 
cases and exhibition tables were constructed wide enough to ac- 


Soir tak United States paper currency, as well as the coins and 
medals. 
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Miss Belden did not state whether or not she showed you 
our record book for the coins, which is an arrangement which 
we designed and seems to meet our immediate use. Possibly 
you may have something better.. 


I hope it may be my pleasure to welcome you here sometime 
for it would give me real pleasure, as well as profit, to go 
through the collection and equipment with you, for while I am 
well aware that I know something about equipment, there are 
a great many things concerning coins, medals, etc., themselves, 
which I do not know.
